It canno t be said with certainty that the 
investigatio n o f lo bbying activitir-s in the 
at ate I legislature, 
as pro fxiscd by 
Sen. 
Terry Carpenter o f Sco ttsbluff, wo uld be 
a co mplete waste o f time Hut th^rn are a 
few things which indicate that Carpenter 
sho uld o ffer •o methmg in suppo rt o f his 
pro po sal bt fo re it is entitled to fav rable 
co nsideratio n by hi 
co lleagues 
It wo uld be a mistak e fo r the Hegi.la- 
lure simply to go o n a fi-hin« expeditio n. 
H wo uld be an expt nM? 
and mco nvenierii e 
to 
many peo ple and fo r 
no go o d ft .* .o n what- 
so ever. If there arc 
tho .se fo r who m there is .>o me rea 
fo r 
an investigatio n, it is up to Carpenter to 
.state at lea t the iieneralitu , o f 
uch 
it- 
uatio ns. There i 
a 
uhstantial fo undatio n 
already laid in favo r o f (ii.srarding the in­ 
vestigatio n idea. I nless Carpenter ran pro - 
dure -=,umething to o ffset Ihi.,, no mo re 
time sho uld be lo st with the lo bbying is ue. 
The fact Is that a great deal o f what 
Carpenter seek s to find o ut abo ut lo hh\ing 
activities Is already k no wn, either by fact 
o r reputatio n. A* fo r fact, all lo bbyists 
must register with the secretary o f state’s 
o ffice. Statements o f expenses 
must he 
filed by bo th the lo bbyist and his emplo yer. 
The reco rds sho w that in 1957, there 
were 140 lo bbyists repre.senting 173 emplo y­ 
ers. During that se^J^io n, there were 779 
mo nthly lo bbyi:.t expense statement.« filed 
and 731 emplo yi'r expense statements filed. 
The swo rn lo bliyi.sl expenses fo r the entire 
1957 sc.v-io n to taled $117,703 78 while em­ 
plo yers repo rted to tal expo n:,es o f $155,- 
576 76. 
★ 
The difference in expenses is easily ex­ 
plained. No t all lo bbyists repo rt .salary paid 
them by emplo yers, partly because they 
are no t required to and partly becau:;e 
they are paid an annual amo unt by an em­ 
plo yer. regardless o f their lo bbying activ­ 
ities. The emplo yer, ho wever, includes .sal­ 
ary paid his representati\e a.s part o f his 
lo bbying expen.se. There are o ther mino r 
reaso ns fo r the difference but this is the 
majo r o ne. 
Oddly eno ugh, in 1955 there were o nlv K5 


O. DOHI.KR 
registered lo bbyists but they repo rted ex­ 
penses o f $1.55,430.51. They represented 96 
emplo yers who repo rted expenses o f $203,- 
952.62. The secretary o f state’s o ffice re­ 
po rted that this co uld he attributed to any 
niimtwr o f things but Is due pro bably to 
the different k inds o f legislatio n co nsidered 
in the two sessio ns. 
★ 
Tht 
ex pen.se statements 
are 
no t 
to o 
well huik en dnwn hut co n-ist mainly o f the 
lo bbyi t ' living expen.ses plus entertain­ 
ment and meals fo r the senato rs. 
This 
means that the questio n o f lo bby activities 
and spending i.^ already k no wn, witho ut the 
investigatio n called fo r by Carpenter. 
No r Is there any general public lack 
o f understanding o f this. ,\ great many sen­ 
ato rs eat many meals at the expense o f 
lo bbyists, have so me free drink s and per­ 
haps a few mo re favo rs. There is no secret 
abo ut this. It Is also no secret that this Is 
believed to Influence so me senato rs In vary­ 
ing degrees. Thus, it Is no t so much a ques­ 
tio n o f what is go ing o n as it Is a questio n 
o f what we want to do abo ut it. 
If Carpenter had pro po - ed a .study o f the 
means fo r do ing away with lo bbying o r 
better co ntro l o f their 
activities, there wo uld 
at least be a reaso n 
fo r 
it, 
whether 
yo u 
agreed with it o r no t. 
What it all amo unt;; to i.s that yo u grant 
everything abo ut lo bbying that Carpenter 
inqilies 
But then yo u hav** to .-.ay, so 
what? 
Do e.s Carpenter want to sto p lo bby- 
ing** 
It wo uldn't be a very go o d idea, as 
the lo bbylats are generally ihe o nly experts 
in their fields to who m the senato rs can go 
fo r fa*'tual info rmatio n o n a subject. 
Do es 
the senato r want to sto p the lo bbyi.^t.s fro m 
wining and dining his co lleagues? 
If so . let him intro duce a bill to do it 
o r wo rk in behalf o f a .salary fo r the sena­ 
to rs which at least pays their expenses 
during a st*ssio n. Carpenter will pro bably 
succeed in placing all his fello w senato rs 
in an embarrassing .situatio n with a vo te 
o n this measure hut it is ho ped th<» y de­ 
mand mo re evidence o f need fro m him be­ 
fo re they back him.

Freedom At An y Price 


Americans are alway.s pro ud to .stand up 
and state that they prefer freedo m o ver 
any o ther co nsideratio n. 
They go so far 
as to say they wo uld just a.s .so o n be dead 
as under the heel o f Co mmunism o r so me 
o ther fo reign ideo lo gy which deprived them 
o f the rights and privileges they no w enjo y. 
But what is the reactio n o f .Americans when 
o thers mak e this assertio n? 
What do they 
think , fo r instance, abo ut the natio nali.st 
mo vement in Africa^ 
In the Belgian Co ngo , African natives are 
no t happy, despite the fact that their stand­ 
ard o f living ha,s been impro ved in recent 
years. 
The natives mak e mo re than the 
Mack s in many o ther parts o f Africa and 
the illiteracy rate in the Co ngo is co mpara­ 
tively lo w'. 
Rut the natives o f the Co ngo 
are still no t free 
They canno t live where 
they lik e, wo rk where they lik e o r go where 
they lik e. They have no vo it’e in their go v­ 
ernment. 
In o ther wo rds, they are no t free. The Kii- 
ro peans who co ntro l the Co ngo havi* given 
the black s a little better way o f life but 
have denied them freedo m, 
in defense o f 
their po sitio n, the PTiro peans argue that the 
Co ngo and its peo ple wo uld no t be nearlv so 


far advanced were it no t fo r the P’.uro pean 
influence. 
In this, they seem to see .so me 
justificatio n fo r their exercise o f co mplete 
co ntro l o ver the land and the peo ple who 
inhabit il. 
But the black .Africans are no t .so co n­ 
cerned with pro gress as they are w’ith free­ 
do m. 
There is no debate that civilizatio n, 
fro m o ur po int o f view, is an impro vement 
o ver the tribal existence o f many Africans 
o nly a few years ago . 
But the tribal life 
was a matter o f cho ice. 
It was no t a co n­ 
structive life in o ur sense o f the wo rd but 
it was no t so mething impo sed upo n a perso n 
by ano ther. It was a fo rm o f living and so ­ 
ciety to which the peo ple themselves sub­ 
scribed. just as we subscribe to demo cracy. 
It i.s pro bably true, a.s 
many 
Fhiro peans 
claim in all parts o f Africa, that the co un­ 
try is no t ready fo r independence. Where in­ 
dependence has been gained, it 
has 
no t 
served as a very go o d example. But events 
in Africa are bringing o ne simple fact into 
the fo refro nt. This i.s the fact that a man 
must have freedo m to find satisfactio n. This 
sho uld be easy fo r the I’nited States to un­ 
derstand hut it is a principle we have h-ad 
a hard time applying in o ut:, so far, limited 
participatio n m African affairs. 


"Satchmo" Falters 


The wo rld, and particularly all Americ a, 
ho pes they find a medicine in Italy that will 
have Lo uis “ Satchmo ” .Armstro ng back o n 
his feet in a hurry, fo r the wo rld needs the 
k ind o f medicine that o nlv the great trump­ 
eter can give it. The 59-year-o ld Armstro ng 
IS no career diplo mat but so me o f them and 
o thers in go vernment service might iearn 
a lo t fro m him. 
Fo rtunately fo r “ Satchmo .” he can talk 
a language that anybo dy understands—the 
language o f music with a particular jazz 
dialect. But there is mo re to his success 
than this. He hk t^ everybo dy and his en­ 
thusiasm and natural friendliness are catch- 
Give him a half ho ur with an audience 
and he has them eating o ut o f his hand 
thro ugh the magic o f his trumpet and the 
charm o f his perso nality. 
Even if yo u are o ne o f tho se who do n’t 
lik e jazz o r think , perhaps, that it is no t a 
io rm o f art which sho uld be reco gnized, vo u 
wo uld have a hard time turning a deaf ear 
to ‘Satchmo .” The internatio nally famo us 


artist just do es so mething with his instru­ 
ment that yo u can’t resist. It is lik e the fine 
painting yo u can’t .seem to tak e yo ur eyes 
o ff o f, a sculptured piece o f art which 
entrances yo u with its fascinating lines. 
.And “ Satchmo ” has been unsparing o f his 
lime and talent. He has traveled the wo rld 
as an ambassado r extrao rdinary o f the 
Fnited Stales. He has spread go o d will 
amo ng natio ns and k indled a feeling o f k in- 
.ship amo ng many peo ple o f different lands. 
He has made peo ple who might have wo n­ 
dered realize that .Americans have an ap­ 
preciatio n o f art. a culture o f their o wn and 
a sincere lo nging fo r peace. 
When “ Satchmo ’s” music drifts acro ss 
the land, it is a message o f friendship un­ 
cluttered with threats o f falling bo mbs o r 
deadly missiles. The o nly fallo ut yo u get 
is the cro wd that is always o n hand to greet 
him wherever he go es. This is the k ind o f 
wo rld understanding yo u can’t buy and the 
k ind o f which we already have far to o little. 


Get Them Back To Wo rk

critical when the natio nal o utput dro pped 
sharply and unemplo yment ruse to 5.437,000. 
It was perilo us even fo r the industrial em­ 
plo yed who se wo rk week dro pped to an 
average o f 38.3 ho urs. 
In the light o f such wo rriso me figures It 
is wo rth no ting that mid-May o f this year 
saw the natio nal labo r fo rce at 66,016.000 - 
a new high mark . The wo rk week is up to 
40.5 ho urs. The average industrial earnings 
are up to $90.32 a week . He-emplo yment fo r 
the mo nth ending May fifth was 238,000 
which was 12 times the custo mary rate fo r 
the perio d. And unemplo yment was do wn 
to 3,389.000. 
Unemplo yment during the bo o m perio d 
fro m 1955-57 was do wn to 2,900.000. These 
mo st recent figures sho w the co untry o nly 
489.000 fro m that desired go al. 
It will tak e so me time fo r the histo rians 
o f eco no mic happenings to describe the 
magic o f this reco very. But o bvio usly the 
greatly intensified federal spending fo r de­ 
fense played its part. In that sense the re­ 
co very was no t a victo ry fo r the administra­ 
tio n’s aim fo r less go vernment and smaller 
natio nal budgets. Rather it was an exten­ 
sio n o f the principle that a stro ng do se o f 
public wo rk s in so me fo rm o r ano ther is at 
least a sho rt-term specific fo r eco no mic 
stagnatio n. The lo ng-range effect will be 
better measured by o bserving the effects 
o f the large natio nal budget and the in­ 
flatio nary trades stimulated thereby.

I ask Mr. Chambers, if taxes 
are the cause fo r inflatio n, 
then why during a perio d o f 
deflatio n do the planners rec­

ey to spend? 
Inflatio n means the expan­ 
sio n o f the mo ney supply, 
t he r e b y increasing t he 
amo unt o f purchasing po wer 
in relatio n to the amo unt o f 
go o ds that can be pro duced. 
Thro ugh the rule o f supply 
and demand, prices in this 
case must rise. No w, if taxes 
cause inflatio n, which they 
really seem to decrease the

There are many types and 
causes o f inflatio n, but Mr.

The biggest way 
the go vernment can inflate 
the do llar is to spend mo re 
than it tak es in, thus having 
to raise the natio nal debt 
even mo re. Spending fo r o ut­ 
put by go vernment units in 
excess o f their current in­ 
co me o ffset savings. 
They 
are buying 
assets 
witho ut 
mo ney, thus increasing t he 
mo ney supply. If fo r every 
do llar spent by the go vern­ 
ment, the same go vernment 
co llected the same do llar in 
the fo rm o f taxes fro m the 
po pulace, there wo uld never 
be inflatio n o f this type. 
No ne o f us lik es taxes, fo r

reduce

But w'hat is just as bad is 
the slo w remo val o f purchas­ 
ing po wer thro ugh the inflat­ 
ed price system.
